19.—A millionaire’s automobile and the 
Pittsfield Express, after racing side by 
Bide for more than a mile Sunday af- 


ternoon, came together at a speed of 
80 miles an hot at Ashley Falls, near 
here. 

The millionaire, Charles J. Root of 
Bristol, Conn., and his- aunt, Miss Cu- 
macee Roberts, were killed instantiy. 
His mother, Mrs. Joel Root, blind and 
deaf and 82 years old, died on the way 
here. His sister, Miss Mary Root, is 
dying in the Pittsfield Hospital. One 
side of her head is crushed... His 4 


year-old niece, Catherine Root, a daugn- 


ter of Theodore Root, was dug out of 
a pile of debris unconscious. She was 
brought here and regained her senses. 
Physically she is sound, but it is not 
unlikely the shoc. to her nervous sys- 
tem will derange her mind. 

Family Practicaliy Wiped Out. 

One of the oldest and wealthiest fam- 
files of Connecticut was practically 
wiped out of existence by the collision. 
The Root family was one of the foun- 
Gers of Bristol. 

The automobile was tearing along the 
highway about a mile and a quarter 
@outh of Ashley Falls when the Pitts- 
field Express hove in sight. The train 
was making between forty and forty- 
five miles an hour. The millionaire was 
driving his machine at about thirty-five. 

The appearance of the train was a 
challenge to Root. The conductor and 
flerman caine abreast. It was plain to 
the two men that the driver of the auto- 
mobile was racing with the express. 

All Over in a Second, 

When the express was within a quar- 
ter of a mile of Ashley Falls the engi- 
neer whistled for a clear crossing. It 
4s said he slackened down three or four 
miles in speed to approximately forty 
miles an hour. The automobile shot 
phead. 

It landed on the middle of the junc- 
tion of the highway and the railroad 
tracks at the second that the locomotive 
did. The engineer and fireman closed 
their cyes then. 

Root and his sister were found 30 
feet north of the crossing. The million- 
aire was dead. Miss Root’s skull was 
broken in, and one of her arms hung 
loose at her side. Mrs. Root was found 
on the other side of the highway, badly 
injured and unconscious. Mrs. Rob- 
erts was found crushed and dead a few 
away.

He said the filed 
messages bure only the letter ‘M,’’ but 
contained no other notation indicating 
that they had been sent over the wires. 

Accuses Official. 

R. McK. H. Smith, a striking oper- 
ator, made an affidavit that he was 
asked by FP. A. Peterson, a traffic chief 
of the Western Union, to take messages 
by train to Kansas City. 

An effort will also be made to have 
the Federal authorities take some kind 
of action against the Western Union, 

Rogers stated that while he was at 
work in the Western Union office, aft- 
er the strike in Chicago, but before 
the walkout in St. Louis, he sent mes- 
sages on a short circuit in the St. Louis 
office, which were copied. 

This was done, he says, for the pur- 
pose of mailing the telegrams here. 
The committee is in touch with check 
boys and filing clerks who are now at 
They 
say that their informants are going 
to make affidavits relative to mailing 
telegrams, and then join the strikers. 

“We are concentrating this _ fight 
on the Western Union,” said Rogers. 
“We have sent out calls to country op- 
erators to collect envelopes and tele- 
grams that have been mailed so that 
we can use them as evidence.”’ 

Alexander L. Ewing, local leader of 
the strikers, announced that his wife, 
while in Sterling, Ill., had been unable 
to telegraph him of the death of her 
mother, Mrs. James McGinness, be- 
cause of the strike and she was forced 
to send a special delivery letter, that 
only reached him Monday. 

In consequence of the inability of Mrs. 
Ewing to telegraph her husband of the 
death of her mother he was unable to 
attend the funeral. 

“This is but one of the hardships that 
the public is subjected to,”’ Ewing said, 
“and it is high time that the Govern- 
ment took a hand in the strike. 

“The public has to suffer because two 
telegraph companies refuse to grant the 
just demands of their employes.”

Governor Declares That He 
Will Keep Up Fight on 
County Saloons.

Club proprietor, former dean of the 
saloon business in the St. Louis “Bad 
Lands,” was acclaimed by frequenters 
of his resort Monday as victor over 
Gov. Folk, senatorial and presidential 
aspirant, in the Governor's fight to put 
the Sunday ‘“‘lid’’ on Gumberts’ place 


and on the rest of St. Louis County. 

The Governor said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at Jefferson City Monday that 
the enforcement of the law in Univer- 
sity City, where Gumberts’ place is, 
need not be hindered by the fact that 
the legality of the town’s incorporation 
is being contested in the courts. 

“Pending a decision in this matter,” 
suid the Governor, “I shall recognize 
the incorporation of University City as 
legal, and shall back up the enforce- 
ment of law there with all the powers 
of the State.” 

When asked if this meant that the 
militia would be sent to Delmar Garden 
to close Gumberts’ club, the Governor 
made no direct answer. He was asked 
whether the State had any other way 
of backing up the efforts of local offi- 
cials, but made no suggestion of any 
other method. 

“What I said about University City,” 
said the Governor, “‘does not mean that 
I despair of enforcing the law else- 
where in the county. I confidently ex- 
pect to bring about the observance of 
the law throughout the county. 

‘“VIalf a dozen good men in 8t. Louis 
County could bring about enforcement 
of the law. 

Has a Plan. 

“All that is required is for 
of the county to file an affidavit that the 
officials are failing to enforce the law. 
Thia, under the law, would be referred 
to the Attorney-General, who has the 
right to bring ouster proceedings. 

“The officials can then be deposed, 
and their piaces taken by others.’’ 

The Governor expects to return to St. 
Louis this week, and will in the mean- 
time further consider the county situa- 


tion. 
Gov. Folk spent Sunday afternoon at 


the country residence of J. C. Roberts, 
on Page avenue and Partridge road. He 
went and returned in an automobile in 
company with E. 8S. Lewis, his host in 
the city.

It was his intention that 
the men from the city, who were not 
known about’the clubs, should get evi- 
dence, and that Willmann and his men 
should then make the arrests. 

Willmann blocked the execution of 
Coyle’s program by flatly refusing to 
make srresis without warrants, no mat- 
ter what evidence was obtained by the 
special men. He spurned the assistance 
of the imported men, and said that he 
and his deputies would do whatever was 
to be done. Nothing was done. 

Bliair Makes Tour. 

Charles E. Blair, attorney for the 
Missouri Law Enforcement League, 
made a tour of the county resorts Sun- 
day afternoon. He said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he found a club wide 
open at Creve Coeur Lake, requiring 
neither membership card nor introduc- 
tion of customers, and that at a 
grove near Clayton he found it easy 
to get a drink.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—rdward H. Col- 
ell is at Charleston, S. C. His wife in 
Brooklyn, the master of a steamship 
end the police of Greater New York are 
trying to figure out how Colell happens 
to be in the Southern city. He disap- 
peared last Tuesday midnight from 
Rockaway Park, N. :., after having 
plunged into the surf for his usual be- 
tween-day swim. 

Mrs. Colell is reticent, the police are 
puzgzied, the ship captain is positive and 
Colell himself is in a quagmire of doubt. 
He insists that he was drawn out to sea 
by a strong current, was picked up by 
fishermen and remembered no more until 
he trod the deck of the liner Huron. 

Capt. A. D. Ingram of the vessel as- 
serts that Colell walked aboard the craft 
at New York like any other passenger; 
that he was not rescued from any boat, 
and that he had plenty of money but 
no ticket. Several passengers are said to 
have séen him aboard the ship at Pier 
No. 35, North River. 

Colell is still at Charleston waiting to 
hear from his home at Tenth and Atlan- 
tic avenues, Brooklyn, where his wife 
positively declines to make any state- 
ment other than that she received a 
wireless message from her husband say- 
ing he had been picked up at sea. Prior 
to the receipt of the message she is re- 
ported to have believed her husband was 
drowned. 


Relates His Adventure, 


Colell made the following statement at 
the Charleston here today: 

“I had been sitting on the piazza at 
my summer home. Tuesday night, talk- 
ing with my wife and son Carl. At 
about 11 o'clock they retired, but, fol- 
lowing a custom, I disrobed, put on a 
robe and went down to the beach alone 
for a swim. I swarn far out, and when 
turning at last found myself in a cur- 
rent and being carried out to sea. 

I don’t know how long I was in the 
water—probably an hour, swimming and 
floating. I am a good swimmer and 
kept up hoping for help from some 
quarter. Finally a small boat came 
along. I calied, and in a few minutes 
Was taken on board, but was then ut- 
terly exhausted. 

“Three men were in this boat, Jersey 
fishermen, and they did their best to 
revive me, but I was unconscious for a 
time and, with no clew to my identity, 
they simply carried me along. Wednes- 
Gay I was very dark and ill. They gave 
me some whisky and crackers, and I 
thought they understood that I wanted 
to go back to New York. 

“The next thing I remember I was 
taken aboard the steamship Huron and 
was being cared for by kindly passen- 
gers. Some clotnes were given to me 
and I was informed as to the destination 
of the Huron. I then got a message sent 
to my wife by wireless and here I am 
Waiting to hear from home.”

Will Hold 17,000. 

“TIT can say positively that the Coliseum 
will be ready and no auditorium in the 
country will equal it, either in conven- 
lence or in acoustic excellence. 

“The seating has been rearranged 
so that at least 3000 additional chairs 
will be provided, making a total seat- 
ing capacity of 15,000, instead of 12,- 
000, and a total holding capacity of 
nearly 17,000. No post or pillar will 
mar the vision.

‘A huge movable inclined parquet 
floor will be placed in the arena. This 
will] afford a clear view of a stage 
ingenious mechanism, which will 
including scenery and 
other appurtenances.

BUERRMANN 13 
NOT ARRESTED 


Authorities Agree That Picnic 
Tragedy Was ACci- 
dent. 


HE WAS _ INDISPENSIBLE 


Deputy Revenue Collector 
Considered Most Valuable 
Man in Service. 


Authorities agreed Monday night that 
George M. Buehrmann, the Deputy Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for St. Louis, 
was accidentally shot and killed by Jos- 
eph Horst, at a picnic in Ozora, St. Gen- 
evieve County, Mo. 

Horst was not arrested and no action, 
it is said, will be taken against him. 

Mr. Buehrmann was regarded by offi- 
cials in the Federal building as an in- 
dispensable man in his department. 

He was considered to have the most 
thoreugh expert knowledge of the rou- 
tine duties of his office of any official 
who had preceded him. He was a tire- 
less worker and had everything at his 
fingers’ tips. The collector never had to 
worry while Buehrmann was in charge 
of the office, as he frequently was. He 
kept his records up to the second and 
frequently was complimented by inspec- 
tors from Washington. 

So highly was he held in esteem for his 
ability that when Benjamin Westhus’ 
term expired in 196 and Buehrmann 
stepped out with him, Edward B. Allen, 
the new collector, requested Buehrmann 
to return and resume his position as 
chief deputy. 

He had been in the office for eight 
ears, having been transferred from Chi- 
cago. 

Was Priest’s Friend. 

Buehrmann, who was a_ personal 
friend of Father Keller of the Sacred 
Heart Church in Ozora, had been asked 
by the priest to aid in Saturday's bene- 
fit. He went among his friends and 
gathered many prizes for a rifle shoot- 
ing match. He erected the range on the 
grqunds and acted as a marker. 

The shoot began at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon and it was while passing the 
target to chalk a score that Joseph 
Horst, who was having difficulty ad- 
justing the mechanism of a 22-caliber 
repeating rifle, touched the- trigger 
while the gun was on a level with 
Buehrmann, and it was discharged. 
Horst had been warned by friends with 
him, it is said, not to fool with the 
gun while Buehrmann was _ standing 
near the target. He is said to have re- 
plied that he “knew when a gun was 
loaded.” 

The ball entered the left side of 
Buehrmann’s head and lodged in the 
brain, just above the left eye. He was 
carried to the home of Father Keller 
and Drs. Shirley and Moore of St. 
Mary’s Station called. Judge Charles 
F. Gallenkamp, Surveyor of Customs, 
and Dr. Henry W. C. Schultz, 2603 
Cherokee street, were notified by long- 
distance telephone. When they arrived 
at Ozora Buehrmann was dead. Judge 
Gallenkamp brought the body back to 
St. Louls Sunday night. 

No charges were made against Horst, 
who was prostrated by the tragedy. ‘he 
funeral will be held Tuesday afternoon 
from the home. Incineration will take 
place at the crematory on Arsenal street. 


A Benevoleat Man. 

He was a man of unbounded benevo- 
lence and enjoyed a wide pepularity. He 
always Was among the first to enlist in 
behalf of charitable events. An ex- 
ample of his. goodness of heart oc- 
curred last November, when he was 
hunting with Roy Dinnell, 19 years old, 
in Bakertown, Mo. 

The two were in.a skiff, and while 
rowing the youth struck his foot against 
e. shotgun, muzzle toward him. The 
charge blew away part of his kneecap. 
Buehrmann carried the wounded youth 
to a farmhouse, where temporary treat- 
ment was procured and then he brought 
the lad to St. Louis and placed him in 
the City Hospital. He was there seven 
weeks and Buehrmann paid all the ex- 
penses and sent the boy back to his 
Bakertown home. 

Buehrmann was 4 years old and was 
born in Cape Girardeau. 


Was a Sportsman. 

He was an enthusiastic sportsman, 
going on hunting and fishing trips each 
year during the game seasons. He had 
a reputation as a rifle and wing shot 
and in his home, 3315 Chippewa street, 
are many trophies of his skill with rod 
and gun. 

He was a cousin of Congressman 
Richard Bartholdt, and his only sur- 
viving immediate relatives are his moth- 
er, 78 years old, and his sister, Lena. He 
was unmarried.

KILLED AT A PICNIC 





GEORGE M. BUEHRMANN. 








RAND ARMY MAN 
~ HELD FOR KILLING 


He Slew His Old Comrade With 
Bayonet After Quarrel 
About a Picnic. 








Capt. Charles E. Waters, commander 
of the G. A. R. post at Victoria, Mo., is 
held at the County Jail at Hillsboro for 
the killing of George W. Patten, former 
post commander and lifelong friend of 
Waters. A Coroner’s tnquest Sunday 
held that the killing was not justifiable, 
though there was evidence that Patten 
attacked Waters with a cane. 

The fatal wound was inflicted with an 
old army bayonet, idle since the war, 
which the commander thrust. three 
irches into the abdomen of his old com- 
rade. Patten died at 1 p. m. Sunday. 
Prosecuting Attorney Clyde, who ob- 
tained a dying statement from him, says 
he will issue an information charging 
Waters with murder and will set a date 
for his preliminary hearing. 

A quarrel started between the two 
veterans because the commander, dis- 
satisfied with the manner in which Pat- 
ten was handling the concessions for 
the post’s annual picnic, placed them 
under control of another. When they 


met Saturday night at the G. A. R. 
Hall, hot words were exchanged and, 
according to witnesses, Patten attempt- 
ed to strike his commander with a 
walking stick. Friends parted them, 
but they soon rejoined each other and 
recommenced the quarrel with great 
bitterness. . 

Patten again flourished his cane, it is 
said, and Waters, snatching a bayonet- 
ed musket from the wall, braced him- 
self as if to meet a charge. Patten 
rushed upon him, witnesses testified, 
and received the thrust of the bayonet 
in his abdomen. Patten did not real- 
ize he was injured until friends led 
him to the street, where he fell. Wa- 
ters quietly left the hall, but was ar- 
rested shortly after.

Army Judge Advocate’s Report 
Shows Decrease of 683 


Trials. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—There was a 
decrease of 683 trials of officers and men 
of the army by courts martial for the 
fiscal vear ending June 30 last as com- 
pared with the previous year, according 
to the report of Major Porter, acting 
Judge Advocate. 

Thirty-four officers were tried by court 
martial and nine were acquitted. Last 
year four officers were dismissed from 
the service, as compared with 14 the 
previous year. The number of enlisted 
men tried was 3879 and 305 were ac- 
quitted. 

Among the enlisted men 1101 were tried 


for desertion, 732 on the charge of ab- 
sence without leave, 223 for drunkenness, 
258 for larceny, 241 for disobedience to

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THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW CHALLENGED. 

It is desirable that we should have judgment 
by the higher courts as soon as possible on the 
case arising at Chillicothe under the Missouri 
eight-hour law. 

If regulation by the State of hours of labor is 
justifiable in any case it certainly is so in that 
of men who operate the railroads. Many accidents 
involving shocking loss of life have been caused by 
the mistakes of exhausted employes. 

Of all apologies for disasters on the rail, none 
is so exasperating as this. Of all short-sighted- 
ness in the management of railroads, none is more 
inexcusable than this. Of all corporate money- 
grubbing and money-grabbing, none shows more 
indifference to the public welfare than this. 

While many familiar objections will be urged 
by the railroad companies for the purpose of 
nullifying the Missouri act, it is to be hoped that 
it will stand. 

It is in the interest of the corporations them- 
selves, if they only kpew it, and a measure which 
benefits employer, employe and public will be- 
come law sooner or later anyway. 

The power which assumes to punish for man- 
slaughter a man who sleeps at his post or who 
neglects his duty, must be capable of protecting 
him against the greed and indifference which fre- 
quently lead to these delinquencies. 
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How are we to keep straight, with the city made 
a refuge for the crooks of Illinois, Tennessee, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Louisiana, Kansas, Indiana, 
Ohio, Wisconsin, Colorado and Texas? Surely 
we must sift the coming million. 
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MASHING AND SMASHING. 

It is impossible not to regard apprehensively the 
general disposition of the press to describe as a 
“masher” the mysterious stranger whom Officer 
Hess released the other evening after arresting 
bim for kicking a lady pedestrian in the shins and 
beating her about the ribs. 

By common conception a masher is a different 
and a gentler, a less violent being, a person of gal- 
lantry and possibly even some graces, of whom it 
might be truthfully said that he doffs his hat to 
the fair sex—though quite properly arrested for 
his unsolicited advances. Mr. Webster, in his well- 
known book of words, defines him as “a charmer 
of women.” ‘ 

Certainly he does not commonly make his im- 
pressions upon the ladies with fists and boots, 
whereas the quondam prisoner of Officer Hess was 
satisfied with producing nothing less than con- 
tusions; a smasher rather than a masher; a 
maimer whose persistent attentions would have 
reduced his victim to an unrecognizable mass if 
they had not been interrupted. If that was mash- 
ing, it was mashing with a vengeance. 

It is desirable that the Police Department should 
share no such lenient view of the'case. Yet that 
does seem to be the view from the fact that Officer 
Hess has not been directed emphatically to go out 
and bring in the man. 

If the Police Department thinks this was a case 
of mere, mashing, what would it think of an as- 
sault to kill?

My Dear 
Sir: I take pleasure in replying not 
only because of your paper’s promi- 
nence, but also because it is the organ 
of Count Okuma, with whom I became 
acquainted while in Japan and whom I 
hold in high esteem. — 

Our people entertain a very friendly 
feeling ‘for the people of Japan. The 
progress of your nation has been 
watched with pride and satisfaction— 
our dnterest being increased/by the fact 
that our example has had some influ- 
ence in inspiring your development. I 
see no reason why the two nations 
should not be mutually helpful and re- 
joice in each other’s growth and pros- 
perity. The iniammatory utterances at- 
tributed to some of your politicians 
have excited some resentment here, but 
I am sure that the sober judgment of 
both countries discountenances any 
thought of war. Neither Government 
is likely to do anything of which the 
other can justly complain. 

If any of your citizens residing here 
suffer injustice, our courts are open 
to them, just as your courts are open to 
our citizens residing there. In matters 
of immigration, each nation, of course, 
has and should exercise, the right to 
protect its own interests, and I am sure 
that neither nation will impose restric- 
tions except when those restrictions are 
necessary. 

Speaking as an American, I am confi- 
dent that such ‘regulations as may be 
made by the United States concerning 
immigration will be made with a view 
to preserving amicable relations rather 
than with the thought of offending. It 
would be a mistaken kindneas for either 
nation to permit immigration to such an 
extent as to raise a race question or to 
excite race animosities. Your nation has 
had experience enough in Corea and 
China to know that race prejudice is an 
element in human nature which can not 
be ignored. Animated by a desire to do 
justice and sincerely anxious to be on 
good terms with all the world, our na- 
tion will meet Japan in a spirit of can- 
dor, and I have no doubt that such dif- 
ferences of opinion as may from time to 
time arise will be settled to the satis- 
faction of both nations, through their 
diplomatic representatives.

Barney Schreiber Loses $25,000 Sir | 
Hercules in Early Morning 
Blaze at Woodlands. 





WORLD’S FASTEST RUNNER 





Dead Stallion One of Quartet of 
Greatest Animals in the En- 
tire Country. 


Sir Hercules, one of the noted quar- 
tet of thoroughbred stallions owned by 
Barney Schreiber—was burned to death 
in a fire at Woodlands farm Sunday 
morning. The famous quartet was com- 
posed of Bannocburn, Sain, Balgowan 
and Sir Hercules, and their stalls were 
adjoining each other, and barely 200 
yards away from the Schreiber resi- 
dence. 

Balgowan had a very close call and 
was saved through the heroic work of 
Superintendent Thomas Shelley and his 
assists. 

Sir Hercules had been at Woodlands 
only a few years, and has not had suf- 
ficient opportunity to show his ability 
as a sire of great racers. He was Eng- 
lish all over, being a member of the 
great St. Simon family, and, therefore, 
closely related to the great Sain. 

Well Built Horse, 

Sir Hercules was a _ beautifully 
moulded animal, a rich bay in color, and 
standing about 16% hands. This horse 
held the distinction of being the fastest 
animal in the world at a mile, as he 
covered the distance on a straightaway 
course in England tin 1:34 2-6, which is 
the record. Sir Hercules never raced in 
this country, although he was imported 
for that purpose by Edward Corrigan. 

Schreiber, in common with all others 
who saw him, was greatly struck with 
the horse’s appearance, and purchased 
him for $25,000. 

Although he had not sired any stake 
winners the Master of Woodlands had 
the utmost confidence that he would 
eventually make good. 

Difficult to Replace. 

Ie will be difficult to replace him, be- 
cause St, Simons are exceedingly scarce 
in thig ceuntry, and there is not a sur- 
plus of them in England. 

Two of his get are in training at pres- 
ent, and it is possible that one or both 
may later on show some of the qualities 
of their distinguished sire. 

The fire was of unknown origin and 
& great surprise, because there is an 
attendant at the stalls both night and 
day. 

Mr. Schreiber is at present in Seattle, 
but will doubtless be at Woodlands in 
a few days to investigate the cause of 
the calamity.

Passengers Surround Girl. 


The peddling machine was _ tossed 
down the embankment without injury. 
The unconscious gir] was surrounded by 
passqpgers of the train.

Thought Path wWas Safe. 

The pathway between the tracks of 
two railways, leading north from the 
city to the Vandalia round house, three 
miles out of “cast St. Louis, had known 
Miss Zehnder’s wheel for severa) 
months.

WILMINGTON, Del, Aug. 19.—Dis- 


approving of the Delaware whipping 
post, declaring 
refusing to further lash prisoners, As- 
mond S. Meserve, Warden of the New- 
castle County Workhouse, and one of 
the leading criminologists of the coun- 
try, has resignea. 

Meserve, who is from Wellsboro, 
Mass., took charge of the Workhouse 
six years ago. Coming in the wake of 
almost general condemnation of the 
elaware whipping post, his attitude 
probably will result in the abolition of 
lashing. 

Hie has obtained a position with a St. 
Louls company.. His salary at the 
Delaware institution was $1200 a year, 
and his wife was paid $600 as matron. 

There are 316 prisoners in the Work- 
house. The Leglslacure authorized the 
locarceration therein of all long-term 
prisoners throughout the State, as it is 
Delaware's sole Penitentiary.

A. sharp advance in local wheat made 
at Monday’s opening was well sus- 
tained throughout tne session and the 
Close was %@%&c higher for the day. 
The world’s shipments were 7,184,000 bu, 
against 9,312,000 bu last week and 9,- 
168,000 bu a year ago. The visible sup- 
Ply and ocean passage statements were 
again delayed. Liverpool cables closed 
%d to %d higher, Antwerp unchanged to 
Sac higher and Budapest %c lower. 

The local market was fairly active. 
Roard quotations from Chicago and 
Minneapolis were received regularly, 
but there was very little done over the 
public wires, and the business was al- 
most entirely leat to the _ local 
trade. Low temperatures and rough 
weather were again reported in the 
Northwest, and tris news was the chief 
feature of the day. Snow was reported, 
though not confirmed, in parts of Iowa, 
and heavy frosts are officially predict- 
ed in parts of the Dakotas, Iowa and 
Minnesota. Showers were reported in 
many parts of the winter wheat belt, 
though the weather is generally clear 
and harvesting operations have not vet 
regained their normal speed. Some dam- 
age to wheat in shocks was again com- 
plained of, and farmers’ deliveries were 
light. Receipts of winter wheat at 
Western markets are still heavier than 
last year’s, but are not running at the 
large levels of the previous week, to- 
day’s arrivals amounting to considera- 
bly less than those of last Monday. 
Shipments were quite liberal, and a 
good cash demand existed at most mar- 
ikxets. Local stocks increased 69,000 bu 
over Sunday. Private wires from the 
seaboard reported a strong export de- 
mand, stating that there were good bids 
at workable basis. Late in the day it 
was reported that v0 loads of wheat, 
mainly red winter, was worked for 
export.
